Immediate alteotloe of tba fire Com¬ 
mittee. An offer made by TbOruaa Hall- 
loan to *upply a horse waa aubmittad by 
Dr. Harrlsoo. It waa lo rftect aa fol¬ 
lows; Mr. Hailloao offers to purebaaa 
a horse suitable for drawing tbe fire 
wagon and ba will keep It In readiness 
for that purpose for a eooeldeiatloo of 
twenty-five dollara per inontb, 

Cbalrmao Petersoo said that If aucb 
a plan waa adopted by tbe Fire Com¬ 
mittee for Excelsior Hose Company It 
would have to be Immediately applied 
to all tba companies and would cause ao 
locreaae of several hundred dollars lo 
tba maintenance of tbe fire department. 

Cuunollman Walker of ^ba Second 
Ward apoka oo tba aarloua condition of 
affairs at Excelsior Hose House oo ac¬ 
count of tba laok of transportation 
facilities. Mr. Walker waa desirous 
that tba Fire Committee should begin at 
once ao Investigation of tha situation 
at Escalator Hose Houae, and make 
speedy arrangements for transportation 
facilities for tba fire company. He per¬ 
sonally offered lo accompany Mr. Moore 
of tba Fire Committee on Tueaday 
morning on a tour of Investigation. 
Mr. Walker stated that Dr. Harrison 
bad kindly offered tbe iiM of bla own 
boree to tbe oompaoy lo case of a Ore, 
but tbe doctor's horse waa too small for 
aucb work. Mr. Walker spoke of tbe 
Impoitauce of the Exoelelor Hose Com¬ 
pany sa a part of tbe file department. 
Several Important Industries were de- 
pendent ^oo tbe company for fire pro¬ 
tection, and It waa also located in tbe 
midst of a thickly populated part of tbe 
tow*. 

brrllsr le Ell*sHle. 

There la oo department of tbe town 
government Id wulcb the recognition 
and observance of offldsl etiquette le ao 
necessary to proper administration as 
the Fire Department. Tbla fact was 
fully appreciated aad strictly observed 
Id the early daye of tbe department. 
Every move made la connection wltb 
fire matters bad to cooform to tbe offi¬ 
cial red tape with tbe same severity, 
dignity aud thoroughness that charac¬ 
ters* a the conducting of the United 
Stales Army. Some people smiled at 
the punetlloue conventionalities observed 
by Ibe firemen, but nevertheless tbe ob¬ 
servance of department etiquette wae 
highly beneficial to tbe flremeo. It 
may appear a email thing to requite a 
requisition from the Chief Engineer 
for tba purebaaa of a box of matobee, 
but tbe pilnctpje la Juet tbe same whe¬ 
ther tbe purchase be matches or fire¬ 
hose. Of late years there baa been a 
relaxation of tbe rigidity of discipline, 
sod tbe observance of etiquette la dis¬ 
regarded In a corresponding degree. 
Matches, eboc-blechlog. wblak-brooma 
and other aundrlee are purobaaed with¬ 
out the knowledge of tbe Chief Engi¬ 
neer. and other financial obligations are 
made In tbe name of tbe fire department 
that the chief offloer knowa nothing 
about until tbe bills are presented to 
him for approval. Evan In aucb mat¬ 
ters aa plans for new fire-houaea sod Im¬ 
provements to tba fire-alarm system tbe 
ohlef often gets knowledge of them out¬ 
side of official circles. Tbe Chief Engi¬ 
neer Is regarded by the tax payers aa tbe 
bead of tbe Fire D *partment. and they 
bold him responsible for ao economic 
administration of Ite affaire. From tbla 
standpoint tbe Chief Engineer should 
have first end absolute say lo all fir# 
expenditures. Things have got to such 
a pass through tbe relaxation of dlect* 
pllne and (be disregard of etiquette that 
an order for aa Inapeotlon parade In¬ 
stead of being promptly acquiesced In 
stir* wp a revolt In tb* raoka, and not a 
few firemen talk defiantly of tbelr Inten¬ 
tion of Ignoring department order*. Ob

Tba sacred duty of tbo Collage of 
Cardinals In selecting a successor to 
Pope Leo XIII. wu tbe theme of a dis¬ 
course delivered by tbs Rev. J. M. 
Nardlello In tba Cburcb of tba Beared 
Heart oo Sunday last. Father Nardlello 
spoke In exalted terms of tba sublimity 
of tba papacy. Tba oardtnala, ba aald, 

" are assembled In oooolave to perform 
one of tbe highest end eubllmeet 
duties Intrusted to them. Imagine 
tbe great reepoeelbtilty placed upon 
them In order that tba right one may 
be elected to guide three hundred mil¬ 
lions of people wbo follow and era 
obedient to tbe leeohlnga of Pater aad 
bl* aueceaaora. 

“ Try to raallxe tba exalted position to 
which be la called wbo occupies tbe 
ohalr of Peter ' How great tbe responsi¬ 
bility, bow wonderful tbe duties of bla 
offloe! Let us pray that a worthy suc¬ 
cessor may be eleoted to occupy tbe 
chair left vacant by our saintly Leo XIII., 
wbo ao wisely governed tbe eburob for 
over a quarter of a century. Wbat la 
laklog place to-day baa takeo place for 
centuries past, when eligible men have 
been elected to govern tbe oburob. 

" How true It le that Christ established 
the cburcb ta proven by tba fact that 
wa can traoe to tba days of Peter tbe 
regular sueceMlon of popM. Obrlat ap¬ 
pointed Peter to guide and rule His 
cburcb, and appointed him aa bla lawful 
successor. 'Thou art Peter, and upon 
tbla rock I will build my cburcb.’ Can 
there be any doubt In tbe minds of In¬ 
telligent people tbat tbe cburcb of God 
la Infallibly tbe true cburcb ? 

''Bead tbe long list of Popes, 201, wbo 
from tbe time of Peter to the present 
day have governed tbe cburcb. Wears 
aaeuted that tbe promise of Christ to be 
wltb Hla eburob to tbe end of time Is 
verified. "‘Behold I am wltb you ail 
days,' etc. 

" Christ In establishing Hla oburob ap¬ 
pointed a successor, ae be would not 
alwaya remain Ite visible bead. He ap 
pointed Peter aa Hla successor, and In 
like manner oo the deatb of 8t. Peter 
another waa ofaoac o . aad ao oo to tee 
present day. 

" While we regret tbe deatb of our 
great Leo, we rejoice to know that tb# 
papacy atlll remains. Tbe Pope shall 
die, but tbe papacy la Indeatruotlble. 
for tbe maintenance of order and 
dlectplloe. It ta necessary to bava a 
spiritual king. Can we Imagine a king¬ 
dom without a king, an empire without 
Its emperor? For loataooe, wbat would 
this country be without a President? 
Cbaoe and disorder would be tbe rMnlt. 

" It Is no great surprise to ue to know 
tbat tbe death of Leo XIII. baa oalled 
forth from ProteetanU generous expres¬ 
sions of sympathy. At tbe same time 
we can not allow the occasion to pass 
without defending tbe cburcb from tbe 
utterances of some would-be teachers, 
wbo, In speaking admiringly of tbe Pope, 
failed not to cast slurs upon some of tbe 
teachings of our great cburcb. Even In 
tbls town some. In addressing an Intel!!* 
gent congregation, expressed tbe desire 
tbat Idolatry be abolished In tbe Catholic 
Cburcb. They also Informed tbelr peo¬ 
ple that we are forbidden to read tbe 
Boripturee. Tbe old poison still oouraee 
tbelr veins, but It le umaxlng tbat lo 
these daye of enlightenment aucb false¬ 
hood should be uttered.

A passenger from Bloomfield My 
transfer for five cents to Newark vl* 
either Bloomfield Avenue or Main Street 

4th. A passenger from Newark via 
Main 8treet may transfer to Bay Lane 
for five cents. 

6tb. A passenger from Bay Las* may 
not go beyond the shanty on a five-o*aC 
tare golog northwest. 

6tb. A passenger ft om Montclair easy 
go to Bay Ltne ot Orange Valley tor fir* 
eents. 

7tb. A passenger from Caldwell pay¬ 
ing ten cents at one time may sol go to 
Bey Lane or Oraoge Valley, but ba easy 
go provided he Is wise enough to pay 
five cent* at a time.
